Co al Fig hts Fo r Its Life 


A recen t m eeting of coal op erators in Chicago 
called the federal g o ve rn m e n t’s attention to the 
com p etitive d a n g e r of unlim ited im p orts of resi­ 
dual fuel oil. 


The coal industry and its em p loyes are fight­ 
ing for their econom ic lives. T here now are 
less than 215 thousand bitum inous m iners, w ork­ 
ing about 30 hours a week. A verage weekly 
earnin gs are high, but high ra te s m ean nothing 
to m iners m a d e idle by the closing of m arginal 
m ines. Joh n L. Lewis is conducting his w age 
negotiation.s in reverse this ye a r; he is w arning 
op erato rs th a t his m iners will not take a w age 
reduction. 
The p roblem is economic. Coal's com p etitive 
p osition has been weakened p rogressively by 
the inroads m ad e by natural gas and fuel oil, 
with an assist from w ater p ower. On the hori­ 
zon is nuclear fission as a source of heat which 
will furth er a g g ra va te the coal ind ustry’s old 
p roblem s and stir up new p roblem s for gas 
and oil to boot. 
Petro leum and natural gas com bined now p ro­ 
vide m ore industrial energy than coal. Since 
they reached this dom inant p <jsition by virtue 
of low labor costs — about a fifth of the m a n ­ 
p ow er needed to p roduce equivalent am ounts of 
coal — and cheaixT transp ortation costs, the 
coal industry is frantically looking for m ore ef­ 
ficient p roduction and less exp ensive haulage. 
' E verything else, 
including 
attem p ts to re­ 
strict im p orts of fuel oil, is incidental to p ro­ 
duction and transi)ortation.

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Coal Fights For Un Life 


A recent meeting of coal operators in Chicago 
called the federal governm ent’s attention to the 
competitive danger of unlimited imports of resi­ 
dual fuel oil. 
The coal industry and its employes are fight­ 
ing for their economic lives. There now are 
less than 215 thousand bituminous miners, work­ 
ing about 30 hours a week. Average weekly 
earnings are high, but high rates m ean nothing 
to miners m ade idle by the closing of marginal 
mines. John L. Lewis is conducting his wage 
negotiations in reverse this year; he is warning 
operators that his miners will not take a wage 
reduction. 
The problem is economic. Coal's competitive 
position has been weakened progressively by 
the inroads m ade by natural gas and fuel oil, 
with an assist from w ater power. On the hori­ 
zon is nuclear fission as a source of heat which 
will further aggravate the coal industry’s old 
problems and stir up new problems for gas 
and oil to boot. 
Petroleum and natural gas combined now pro­ 
vide more industrial energy than coal. Since 
they reached this dominant position by virtue 
of low labor costs — about a fifth of the m an­ 
power needed to produce equivalent amounts of 
coal — and cheaper transportation costs, the 
coal industry is frantically looking for more ef­ 
ficient production and less expensive haulage. 
4 Everything else, including attem pts to re­ 
strict imports of fuel oil, is incidental to pro­ 
duction and transportation. 
Eventually, coal m ay become more important 
as a basic raw m aterial for chemical synthesis 
than as a prim ary source of industrial energy. 
Until then, the coal industry will be fighting 
for its life in the fuel industry.

It is not the comfort of the 
motor car or pride of ownership which looms 
large but the fact the automobile enables 160 
million people to move here, there and every­ 
where quickly. 
Motion m akes it possible to move raw and 
finished m aterials as well as people. Its grow­ 
ing efficiency in the United States has been the 
envy of the world. Only in this country do en­ 
gineers dream such fantastic dream s as those 
which have m ade it possible to move oil across 
country in pipes, to interlace a continent with 
railroads, air lines, canals, conveyors and high­ 
ways — and see their dream s come true. 
Each new' advance in the efficiency of motion 
is news in a society which has taken advantage 
of every idea for expanding human usefulness 
by shortening the time required for satisfying 
hum an wants.

These m ay be placed into f i v e 
categories: 
Life insurance companies; t h e 
welfare funds; pension funds 
of 
various types; 
untaxed funds of 
labor unions; foundations. 
Most life insurance 
companies 
are mutual associations owned by 
their policyholders, who benefit by 
dividends which often reduce the 
cost of the policy to the purchaser. 
The prolongation of life in t h e 
United States has strengthened the 
reserves of the life insurance com­ 
panies. 
Most of the insurance compan­ 
ies have adopted progressive so­ 
cial attitudes, utilizing their funds 
in the provision of needed new 
housing and in distributing capi­ 
tal for sound purposes. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
capital 
re­ 
serves of these companies are ex- ' 
traordinarily large, in some 
re­ 
spects representing the l a r g e s t 
reserves in the country. 


WELFARE FUNDS are a newer 
social device to which often the 
employer and the employe contri­ 
bute. The methods of 
gathering 
and distributing these funds vary. 


4 I per cent of the American pop­ 
ulation w'as 65 years and over; in 
1930. it was 5 4 per cent; in 1950. 
it was 8 2 per cent. The expec­ 
tancy is that in 1960 it will be 9 2 
per cent. This means that the pen­ 
sion load on industry will increase 
and the reserves for such pensions 
will grow ever larger. 


LABOR UNIONS have been ac­ 
cumulating f u n d s in enormous 
quantities, running sometimes into 
hundreds of millions of 
dollars. 
Some of these funds are invested 
in real estate and in industry. 
None of it is subject to income 
tax. The more honest and efficient 
the m anagem ent of a labor union, 
the larger the accumulation of its 
funds While m any unions issue an­ 
nual reports, these funds are not 
often subject to any control, not 
e v e n by the m em bers of the 
unions. These vast treasuries are 
being used politically, in contrast 
with corporations, which are for­ 
bidden to engage in such proces­ 
ses. 
The foundations usually repre­ 
sent the accumulations of wealth 
by men who are dead — although 
there are some which are estab­ 
lished by men who are alive. 
These enormous funds only m ay 
be used for public purposes, for 
the improvement of society. They 
do m ake investments to protect 
their funds. A sort of combination 
e x i s t s among the m anagers of 
these funds through joint subsidies 
to organizations and 
institutions. 
The foundations now’ are being in­ 
vestigated by a congressional com­ 
mittee. 
This whole subject needs to be 
studied not antagonistically but so 
that all the facts may be avail­ 
able.

The 
AFL spent $870,000 in eight months 
on the fight, which is a mighty 
big chunk of its treasury.
